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Bishop Chavez uses ‘team ministry’ 


Three years as bishop have - 
brought him joy, frustration, 


hope in people and plans

On June 21, Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez will celebrate the third 
anniversary of his ordination as bishop. In this interview with the editor of the 
Southern Cross he tells of his vision for his pastoral plan, talks of the difference 
among Spanish-speaking people and the pressures on the life of a Chicano 


bishop. 


On the walls of the bishop’s office in San Diego are-three pictures: a 
photographic reproduction of the famed ‘‘Pieta’’ by Michelangelo, in St. 
Peter’s, Rome, a print of Our Lady of Guadalupe and_a print of El Greco’s 
famous painting ‘‘The Burial of Count Orgaz’’. A faded color photograph of 
Bishop Chavez standing with Pope Paul VI and Archbishop Robert F. Sanchez of 


Santa Fe, N.M. hangs near the window. 


After three years, how do you feel you 
, have been able to minister as a bishop? 


It’s a very challenging position to be 
in a position of leadership in the diocese 
after Bishop Maher, and I think it has 
had very rewarding moments and very 
frustrating ones. 


- What kind of frustrations have you run 
into? 

It depends on the vision you have of 
what you want to do. Before 1 was 
ordained as a bishop I made a retreat 
with some priests and laity, and in the 
retreat we got our vision and our 
expectation that we, as a group and a 
bishop, wanted to achieve in progress 
and renewal of the Church in the 
diocese of San Diego. 


How could we as a group implement 
the values of Vatican II? We wanted to 
crystallize the faith (of the Spanish- 
speaking people) into action, to deepen 
it. Once they had grown into action we 
could attempt to have some of the 
renewal of Vatican II. Their faith was 
very good, very simple, very sincere, 
but not sufficient to be able to really put 
Vatican II into practice. 


But what actual frustration did you feel, 
or have you felt? 


We felt it in trying to implement our 
vision. We found we had not sufficient 


personnel, very few priests and very 
few Sisters and very few laity were 
interested in our particular vision. We 
also lacked economic and practical 
resources. 


You had virtually a bishop’s ‘team 
ministry’, then? Is that how it has 
worked in practice? 

Yes, for the last three years it has 
more or less worked as a team ministry. 
We waited something different -be- 
cause we realized we, had quite a 
difficult situation in the diocese and we 
wanted to find solutions to the 
difficulties we face in the diocese. 


Has the team worked out? What did it 
comprise? 

It was all the Mexican-American 

priests we have, about 11, and about 
four Sisters and about four lay persons. 
We meet once a month in the north or 
south of the diocese to continue to 
study, to pray together and to evaluate 
how the work of evangelization and 
eatechesis is going with the Spanish 
speaking. 
You have told me on several occasions 
you did not want to be identified as a 
bishop only for Hispanics. How has this 
worked out in practice? Has it been 
difficult? 

I didn’t want to be identified in that 
way because I wanted to learn from the

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different groups imthe Church and the 
different cultures in the society, so I 
wanted to be open to all truths and 
ideas. Once you isolate yourself with 
one particular group then you have a 
closed mind to the truth. Sooner or later 
you disintegrate. 


So I have participated in many events 
of organizations like the Catholic 
Daughters of America, the Diocesan 
Council of . Catholic Women, the 
Knights of Columbus, schools and 
groups of all kinds. And in my first year 
I think I met with all the priests of - 
the diocese, one of my most rewarding 
experiences, and I think I know most of 
them by their. first name. 


How would you describe the difference, 
in faith experience and other matters, 
between the Mexican-American and the 
Mexican. Is there a great difference? 


Before first communion 


Thursday, May 26, 1977 


A Mexican-American is quite dif- 
ferent from a Mexican because a 
Mexican-American doesn’t really know 
where he stands, whether he’s Mexican 
or American. He has an identity crisis. 


The Mexican-American is a more 
unstable person because of the duality 
of cultures and it’s a challenge and it’s 
up to him to overcome this identity 
crisis. If he survives he will be a much 
stronger person, but if he doesn’t 
survive it he will have an inferiority 
complex for the rest of his life. 


The Mexican has a more stable 
character because he knows what he is 
and comes here not for social issues but 
simply to have a better lifestyle in the 
U.S. than in Mexico.

Penance comes first-Rome 


WASHINGTON (NC)—First communion 
before first confession can be spiritually 
damaging and must no longer be permitted, 
according to two Vatican congregations. 


The practice of putting off first confession 
until a child is nine or ten years old had 
become widespread in many places, 
including the United States. : 


Then on May 24, 1973, a declaration was 
issued by the Vatican aimed at ending the 
optional practice. 


BUT THE 1973 declaration, Sanctus 
Pontifex, had failed to settle the issue, 
according to the letter signed by Cardinal 
James Knox of Australia, prefect of the 
Congregation for the Sacraments and Divine 
Worship, and Cardinal John Wright of the 
United States, prefect of the Congregation 
for the Clergy. The two Vatican congre- 
gations share responsibility on the issue. 

According to the two Vatican officials, 


despite Santus Pontifex, ‘‘in some parts of 
the Church and in some cathechetical 


centers, dissension and doubts still remain 
about the ecclesiastical discipline which 
regards children’s receiving the sacrament 
of penance before they receive their first 
communion.”’ 


Requests for clarification had been 
addressed to the Holy See, the letter 
continues, proving “‘the need of inculcating 
the Church’s norms regarding these 
questions.”’ ona 


“THE NEED FOR safeguarding and 
protecting worthy participation in the 
Eucharist has compelled the Church to 
introduce a norm in her discipline and 
pastoral practice that -confession should 
precede communion.’’ 

(Bishop Leo T. Maher told SC that the 
general instruction in this diocese has been 
to follow the Church’s instruction and teach 
the children to receive the sacrament of 
penance before communion. However, he 
said, ‘‘you cannot force anyone to go to 
confession.’’)

colorful ceremony which took 
two hours. 


BYZANTINE clergy from 
the western states, in their 
brocaded vestments, stood 
around the stone altar with 
their bishop, mitered with a 
gold tiara, for the celebration 
of the Eucharist of ordina- 
tion. 


Deacons incensed, at regu- 
lar intervals, the altar, the 
bishop, the people, in a rite 
which retains much of the 
solemnity associated with the 
Roman rite High Mass 
before Vatican II changes. 


Father Sokach is a gradu- 
ate of the University of San 
Diego and St. Francis Dioce- 
san Seminary, and was a 
parishioner of Holy Angels 
Byzantine church, San Die- 
go. He expects to serve his 
Church in Cleveland. 


The Byzantine rite recog- 
nizes Pope Paul VI as the 
“holy ecumenical Pontiff’ in 
the prayers of the Liturgy. 


THE RITE includes sever- 
al branches of the Catholic 
Church whose liturgies, 
laws, customs and traditions 
are closer to the Eastern 
Orthodox churches, but their 
allegiance is to Rome. 
~ Communion at the ordina- 
tion was administered in the 
form of wine mixed with 
bread. The priests received 
in the form of the leavened 
bread separately at the altar. 
The principal celebrant, the 
bishop, when at the altar, 
had his back to the people.

Lay advocates in parishes to 
help speed up marriage cases

In the first ceremony of its kind, possibly 
in the United States, 51 civil attorneys were 
sworn in as advocates to assist in Church 
marriage annulment cases. 


The official profession of faith and oath 
taking was led by Father Michael Higgins, 
officialis of the Diocesan Tribunal, in 
the Immaculata church, USD campus, May 
22. One attorney was prevented from 
attending by the death of his wife. 


The 52 advocates, who belong to 26 
parishes, will ‘‘present the best possible 
case for annulment,”’ according to Father 
Richard Duncanson, bishop’s secretary, who 
gave the homily. He is also ‘‘defender of the 
marriage bond’’ in the tribunal. 


“Tt is a task that-tribunal priests simply 
cannot handle alone,”’ he said, referring to 
the gathering of testimony and submissions 
by witnesses in favor of annulment. 


“By their years of study of civil law and 
now by their intensive 10-week course in 
Canon Law and their three-month intern- 
ship, they are well suited to their new task,”’ 
he added. 


Father Higgins has stated that the 
tribunal is handling more than 1,000 
marriage cases a year, and with the formal 
commissioning of the lay advocates, work at 
the parish level can be handled more 
efficiently ‘‘eliminating the need for those 
seeking -annulments even to come to the 
tribunal office,’’ he said.

How's the plank in your eye? 


By far the most prolific writers to editors of 
Catholic newspapers are those who see nothing but 
evil, nothing but scandal, nothing but ‘dangerous 
liberalism’’ in Church today. Their missives are as 
regular as clockwork and, most often, they are 
anonymous. 


There are still some who have not yet started to 


accept the changes brought about by Vatican II, 
who still yearn for those ‘‘good old days’’ which 


went before. Nobody is doubting that there were _ 


‘““good old days’’, but none so exciting and so 
challenging to our faith as today. We are fortunate 
to be alive in this year of Christianity, AD 1977, and 
to be challenged by a world so full of change and 
complex issues. 


Many Catholics still hanker for the set rules by 
which we were governed in our faith, and tend still 
to worship rules more than God, in the way that the 
Scribes and Pharisees did in the days of Jesus. And 
we know what he had to say about that. 


So often, those who are so keen for others to stick 
to the ‘‘rules’’ overlook the basic rule that Jesus 
gave us and reinforced so wonderfully by.Paul in 1 
Corinthians, 13. It is the rule of charity, of not 
sitting in judgment on everyone else. 


God’s candles 


God’s candles are marching across the 
landscape. You can see these beautiful yucca 
plants, with spiky bottom leaves and superb tall 
stalks of flowers, as they proliferate like candles 
across the Southern California countryside. They 
last so short a time, and will be nothing but dead 
stalks and broken stems within weeks. 


They herald, each year, the latter part of May 
when exams, graduations and many important 
steps in life come to blossom. And, aptly named 
‘God's candles’’ they light beacons across the face 
of our world to the further horizons facing 
graduates. 


Among the ‘‘graduations’’ will be ordinations to 
the diaconate— permanent and transitional—and to 
the priesthood. On three successive weeks, June 
11, 18 and 25, Bishop Maher will lay hands on men 
to impart the sacrament of Holy Orders, for the 
ongoing work of the ‘‘official’’ Church in the 


~ diocese. , 


Numbers are significant and do not augur too 
well for the future numbers of local priests. Only 


four will be ordained to the priesthood for this 


diocese on June 25, and four will be ordained to the 
transitional diaconate, which is normally a year 
before priesthood. There are three more awaiting 
ordination as priests. A somewhat brighter scene 
glows from the permanent diaconate, where nine 
married men will be ordained on June 11. 


Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los Angeles, 
speaking recently to a gathering of permanent 
deacon committees from various dioceses said he 
thought the return of the permanent diaconate 
might well be the Holy Spirit’s answer to the 
growing shortage of priests. 


How far off is the day when perhaps instead of a 
full-time priest in a remote parish with few 


parishioners we might have a permanent deacon 
who would ‘‘run’’ the parish, conduct various 
services, and have a priest come once a month to 
celebrate the Eucharist and leave enough reserved 
sacrament for the next few weeks, for the deacon to 
distribute?

We were talking...about comfort 
and challenge and_ growth and 
stagnation, and how we fare as 
pilgrim souls caught in the human 
condition. 


Somewhere in the last few weeks | 
came across the statement ‘’Man’s 
original sin was not that he wanted to 
be like God, but that he refused to be 
like God.’’ It amused me and set me 
thinking, because it points up~so 
typically human a response! 


WE ARE, by and large, a lazy 
breed. We will go to great lengths and 
indulge in incredible intellectual 
convolutions to avoid moving from our 
comfortable, undemanding niches in 
life. 


That perhaps is why so frequently 
we confuse pleasure with happiness, 
self-gratification with fulfillment and 
why the idea of loving without 
likelihood of response seems like 
nonsense. 


True, there is no avoiding - the 
Scriptural tenet that God made man in 
his own image, nor that the prayers of 
the Liturgy repeat that God became 
man so that man might become God. 
But the whole idea is apparently so

threatening that we have made of the 
desire to be as God, a blasphemy. 


IT WAS, | recall being warned in 
my childhood, the wish to be as God 
that caused the fall of man in the first 
place. And in the explication of this 
attitude, all too often what emerged 
was the image of God as a frightening 
and not always benevolent power— 
power to manipulate men, to punish 
and accuse, to control, to give or 
withhold reward, ‘‘having power over 
life and death.’’ 


Oddly enough, many of the 
qualities thus attributed to God were 
those we normally consider  un- 
desirable in man. This, of course, 
made it all the easier to condemn 
those who seemed likely to be 
pursuing them. 


But is that what it means to be as 
God? If it is, then surely to refuse to 
be as God would be most commend- 
able? We could, in fact, get to heaven 
stalwartly refusing to be like the Lord 
of heaven. 


BUT JESUS, who was full of 
inconvenient ideas, said, ‘‘Be perfect, 
as your heavenly Father is perfect’ 
and spoke of love as the guiding 


principle. John the Evangelist is also 
quite unequivocal. God is love, and 
his power is the power of infinite love. 
Godliness, it appears is none other 
than perfect love. 


The first and enduring command- 
ment from God to man is the call to 
love. Love God with your whole mind 
and soul and —summing up all the 
other commandments—love one 
another. It is the most overwhelming, 
the most terrifying thought in the 
world! 


Immediately, as we consider it, the 
words of denial spring up. How can 


we, in our human condition, love God - 


with our whole mind, heart ‘and soul? 
It is not humanly possible, as a devout 
friend recently assured me. No-one 
has ever kept the first commandment, 
apart from Jesus and-Mary, of course 
and a few select saints like Francis of 
Assisi. Since | am manifestly not as 
they were, | adroitly remove myself 
from the struggle. 


BUT DOESN’T that diminish God 
as well as myself? Is it in his nature to 
demand what is impossible to fulfill? 
Or well nigh so? Sinful we~ most 
certainly are, but if God continues to 


make his demand—and he does— 
then it must be not-only possible but 
probable that we are all very capable 
of meeting it, and urgently necessary 
that we should do so. _ 

If his Incarnate Word insists that we 
be perfect and love as he does, then 
all our refusals, all our prayers of 
evasive unworthiness, all the nimble 
footwork that enables us to move 
while standing still are to no avail. We 
shall simply have to take the risk of 
becoming perfect love. 

After all this time of trying so 
devoutly not to be like God, we are 
just going to have to face the fact that 
we have been living in blasphemy and 
plunge in the deep end of loving to 
make up for lost time. If, as my friend 
declared, no-one fulfills the first 
commandment, then it -is about time 
we did! 

' For God’s sake, we really should 
stop being so lazy and begin to walk in 
his footsteps. Proceeding carefully, 
One step at a time but in growing 
perfection, we can and should achieve 
that very human ambition to turn the 
tables on God—and pursue him 
relentlessly with infinite love, rather 


than the eternal vice-versa.

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Top law school graduate rejects school, profession

Surprise marked the occasion in the 
downtown Civic Theatre last Sunday as 277 
men and women were graduated from the 
University of San Diego School of Law. 


Class valedictorian Ruth Ann Wishik 
stunned her fellow graduates when she 
announced that she had given up trying to 
find a job in the legal profession because 
prospective employers ‘‘react negatively’’ to 
her views of the legal profession. 


“MY VERY presence as valedictorian 
represents everything I reject about law 
school and the legal profession,’ she told 
graduates, referring to the ‘‘competition to 
get ahead’’ that makes lawyers tend to 
““depersonalize and overpower’’ others. 


“The juris doctor degree is our Master 
Charge card, and it carries clout,’’ said 
Wishik, urging the future lawyers to 
remember ‘‘not to put clients down’’ and 
that they themselves ‘‘are still people who 
need to live by the Golden Rule.”’

Throughout the. greater part of the Old 
Testament period death was a dark, 
fearsome mystery, the result of cosmic 
forces of evil over which humanity had no 
control. The story of the Fall (Genesis 2-3) 
clearly reflects the notion that death entered 
the scene as a result of mankind’s 
succumbing -to the forces of evil. 


Having been once stated in this earliest of 
the traditions, the idea is not explicitly 
restated until it turns up in some of the late 
books, as in Sirach 25:23: ‘In woman (Eve 
was sin’s beginning and because of her we 
all die.”’ 


BUT WHETHER stated or not, the feeling - 


that death is the empire of mysterious evil 
powers is always there, bringing with it a 
deep sense of helplessness and hopeless- 
ness. Death could not. touch God, of course, 
who is always in control of all the forces of 
the universe, but man had alienated himself 
from God. 


This alienation was, fortunately, not 
absolute. While man had forfeited this most 
precious gift of immortality, he could still 


‘seek God’s favor, and under the circum- 


stances, the greatest favor he could ask was 
a long life, free of illness and pain. 


But eventually death had its day, and that 
was the end of everything, except for some 
shadowy sort of inert existence in Sheol, the 
Pit. Just one thin ray of hope shines through, 
again in a-very late book, the second century 
Book of Daniel. Read Daniel 12:2-3. 


THERE IS the clear expression of the 


immortality of the soul in Wisdom 3. This - 


book, however, written in Greek in 
Alexandria, reflects the speculations of 
Greek philosophy, alien to Hebrew. thought 
and psychology, which knew nothing of a 


_ “‘soul.’’ Its teaching in this area exerted no ~ 
influence on the biblical outlook and it was 


eventually excluded from the Jewish canon 
of Scripture. 


The New Testament echoes the Old 
Testament views on death, but with a

dramatic difference. Where before there was 
hopelessness, helplessness, now there is 
hope and assurance of victory over hie last 
stronghold of evil. 


It was Jesus who conquered death, and he 
did so, paradoxically, by dying. The victory 
was not easy, and it is consoling to recall that 
Jesus dreaded death as much as we do. 


AS HE APPROACHED the Garden of 
Olives, he said to his disciples: ‘‘My heart is 
nearly’ broken with sorrow and distress. 
Remain here and stay awake with me’’ 
(Matthew 26:38). Recall the agony which 
followed, during which he begged the Father 
three times to spare him. 


And “‘in his anguish he prayed with all the 
greater intensity, and his sweat became like 
drops of blood falling to the ground’’ (Luke 
22:44). His shriek of abandonment on the 
cross is terrifying (Mark 15:34; Matthew 
27:46). Still, each prayer in the garden was 
followed by an acceptance of God’s will, and 
his cry on the cross by: ‘‘Father, into your 
hands I commend my spirit’’ (Luke 23:46). 


The author of Hebrews sums it up in this 
moving passage: 


IN THE DAYS when he was in the flesh, 
he offered prayers and supplications with 
loud cries and tears to God, who was able to 
save him from death, and he was heard 
because of his reverence. Son though he 
was, he learned obedience from what he 
suffered; and when perfected, he became 
the source of eternal salvation for all who 
obey him...(Hebrews 5:7-9; see Philippians 


2:5-11). 


God did indeed hear his prayer and ‘‘save 
him from death,’’ not by sparing him the 
agony of dying, but even more marvelously, 
by raising him from the dead. The victory 
over death had been won, and Jesus became 
“the source of eternal salvation for all who 
obey him.’’ 


Again and again the Scriptures insist that 
we who are one with Christ will share his 
experience: death, yes, but victory over 
death in resurrection also. Read the whole 
magnificent chapter 15 of 1 Corinthians. But 
perhaps the most striking presentation of 
this truth is in Romans 6, where Paul says: 


ARE YOU NOT aware that we who were 
baptized into Christ Jesus were baptized into 
his death? Through baptism into his death 
we were buried with him, so that, just as 
Christ was raised from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, we too might’live a new life. If 
we have been united with him through 
likeness to his death, so shall we be through 
a like resutrection (Romans 6:3-5). 


What, is the Christian attitude to death? 
St. Paul answers once more: 


When the corruptible frame takes on 
incorruptibility and the mortal immortality, 
then will the saying of Scripture be fulfilled: 
“Death is swallowed up in victory.’’ ‘‘O 
death, where is your victory? O death, where 
is your sting?’’ The sting of death is 
sin,...But thanks be to God who has given us 
the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ (1 
Corinthians 15:54-57).

t Death Wishes and Death Denials 


We can come to terms 
with death to find hope

The world is full of people with death 
wishes and death denials. The suicide rates 
dramatize the rising number of death 
wishers. The frantic race for material goods 
and cosmetic beauty points the finger at the 
death deniers. 


Death wishers want to tear the world 
around them down to the ground. They are 
bent on destroying the institutions of society 
in the midst of their misery that moves them 
to suffocate themselves. 


THE DEATH deniers are engaged in 
rampant efforts to pollute the world with 


piles of consumer goods with never a 


thought about the meaning of life and a 
desperate desire to shut out the thought of 
the end. Death wishers jump off bridges. 
Death deniers keep building more bridges. 


Death wishers want to scramble institu- 
tions. Death deniers are bent on expanding 


bureaucracies. Death wishers are full of so 
much self hate that they insist on sharing 
their misery. Death deniers are so suffused 
with self love that they flaunt a phony 
immortality. 


The point behind these observations is 


that the thought of death underlies much of 


the final motivations of people’s actions. 
Either they become morbidly preoccupied 
with it and thus spoil their remaining days. 
Or they can’t bear the thought of it and try to 
live as though it can never happen to them. 


THE FORMER become destructive pessi- 
mists. The latter look like naive optimists. 
Both have lost touch with reality since 
neither is able to face the absolute event of 
death with sense, faith and poise. 


Freud has described the death wishers. 
Dr. Elizabeth Kubler-Ross has portrayed the 
death deniers. What the world really needs 
is the death accepters. Christian realism

never ceases to keep the question of death 
before people. 


Crosses adorn every Catholic church and 
altar in the world. Relics of Saints are 
imbedded in most altars. Good Friday and 
Easter, events that deal with death and its 
consequences constitute the center of the 
Christian message. Christ is neither death 
wisher nor denier. Jesus is a death accepter. 


JESUS IS no pessimistic self hater and 
destroyer of institutions. Nor is he a hectic 
supporter of mindless productivity or 
advocate of the ‘‘me generation.’’ Jesus 
shows that, in his adult years, he is quite 
aware that death will come to claim him one 
day. He simply expects it and counts it as 
part of his future. To Mary at Cana he says, 
““My hour—that is my death—is not yet 
here.”’ 


The younger we are, of course, the less we 
think that death will happen to us or have 
any effect upon our present behavior. But 
that is only at the conscious level. The 
built-in intimation of death haunts every- 
one’s subconscious and works upon one’s 
motivations. It can shift one toward 
pessimism, optimism or realism. 


Seen as a defeat and a blind end, it can 
only cause a morbid dislike of self and other 
persons. Viewed as an impossibility for me, 
something that only happens to others, 
death induces a life-long stroking of self and 
the building of illusions and delusions. 


FACED REALISTICALLY, something that 
will happen to me, and pondered in faith, 
death provides an opportunity for life-long 
maturing. Faith tells us that death is neither 
a defeat nor an end, let alone an 
impossibility. Faith says death will happen, 
but that in Christ death will be overcome. 


In fact, by communion with Christ now, 
death is overcome. Every time we commune 
with Jesus in prayer and sacraments and 
acts of love, we affirm the victory of Easter 
and experience eternal life already. 


This is why people of faith are not death 
wishers or deniers. This is also why people 
of faith avoid the pitfalls of pessimism and 
naive optimism. Already tasting the unique 
joy of eternal life, they are not mired in the 
illusions caused by the termination of 
temporal life. They know how to enjoy this 
life without being over-enchanted or 
imprisoned by it. 


REASON IS puzzled by death as a 
problem. Faith is solaced by death as a 
mystery. Reason stumbles before the end of 
life. Faith marches to it and through it. 


» Reason’s wrestling with death yields either 


despair or presumption. Faith comes to 
terms with death and finds hope in Christ. 


As the funeral liturgy puts it, ‘‘In Christ 
life is changed, not taken away.’’ Fear not 
death, therefore. Instead, praise the Lord of 
Life.

How we think of death 
makes difference to life

My brother who was a hospital chaplain at 
the Mayo Clinic hospitals for over eight 
years once told me he had helped 2,000 
people die. One night recently, he was 
talking with a friend of mine who is etdying 
death education. 


As they talked, I understood how valuable 
both theory and experience are ‘to the 
understanding of death and I wondered if 
the theory and experience would take hold in 
my death. For it is the experience of my 
death that I have no understanding of. For 
any of us, ‘‘my death”’ is one of the unique, 
mysterious moments which bring to 
termination of process we call life. 


THE ACT OF death is not simply the 
object of a new behavioral science. Happily 
that science has taken death out of the 
‘‘taboo-to-talk-about’’ category. But I hope 


that it has not taken it out of the faith and 
metaphysical contexts. 


The major world religions, the classic 
poets and famous writers have for centuries 
sought answers to its mystery or ways to 
receive its reality. Death is a mystery. 
Happy as I am that ‘‘Passages”’ tells me that 
I grow through life toward death, I am also 
happy that the new novel, ‘‘Kinflicks,’’ tells 
me that death is also mysterious. 


Both the new death education and the 
traditional faith approaches to it deal with 
death respectfully and tenderly. Both know 
that it is not an action of momentary 
feeling—like losing the last checker in a 
game. 


BOTH KNOW, as Hemingway’s ‘‘Old 


Man and the Sea’’ told us, that death is a 


struggle; we want to stay alive even in the 
most cruel situations of life.

Many who do not 
believe that there is life after this earthly one 
question how one lives on either in memory 
or transcendental form. 


So if we ask, ‘‘How does death affect 
life?’’ we also ask, ‘‘How does life affect 
death?’’ There are a wide variety of 
attitudes. Some believe we live on a 
memory. Some believe we should look 
forward to death as the end of pain. 


Some hold that the fullness we achieve 
here will be granted later in the same 
measure. Some wrongly use death as a 
scapegoat for the rigors of life telling poor 
people that their lot will be better after death 
rather than aiding them in their struggle for 
justice in this life. 


SOME HOLD that death is the end of all, 
therefore, pleasure is to be distilled out 
through every life experience. Others hold 
that death is the end of all, so they give 
themselves with courage to build the 
humanity of his life now. 


It is surely certain that what we believe of 
life will say what we believe of death. And 
how we view death will make a difference in 
our lives. This is because they are inevitably 
interfaced in all our love and all our struggle. 

I hold the Christian position not. simply 


because I was told to but because the 
experience of my life points to more life—not 
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by way of what I have not had here—but 
because life has given me growth even in the 
moments when that growth felt like death. 
The death moments in my life have often 
yielded up more life to me. 


I EXPERIENCE in life that there. is more 
to come. “‘I believe in life everlasting’’ is 
more than a phrase in the Sunday Creed, 
although it is that. It is a phrase which 
incorporates itself in the flesh, bones, mind, 
heart and spirit of each of us. 


Faith is built up on images. It would be 


interesting for the reader to recall clearly 
what his/her images of death are. What 
deaths has he/she seen? What images have 
implanted themselves on consciousness? 


Beyond harsh images of death which I 
have (accidents and the murder of a friend), 


I have an overriding image of my Grandpa — 


Maher’s death. This tall, handsome man 
looked throughout his life like a warm piece 
of stone never taken out of sunlight. When 
he died, I could not imagine that he possibly 
had no life. His sort of beauty did not 
dissolve. He was eternal as the sun. 


BUT THEN I am a romantic and I believe 
that beauty is eternal, like life. But it is my 
faith that tells me that that romanticism is 
grounded in the reality of Jesus’ promise: 
“‘He who believes in me shall never die.”’ 
And: “I have come to bring life.’’ Now.

Dying in Someone’s Arms 


Encouraging words of 
hope comfort the dying

While I was in the last years of 


' preparation for the priesthood, my mother 


once said to me: ‘‘After you are ordained, 


remember your first obligation is to the © 


people of the parish, not to me.”’ 


Little did I, or she, realize what this would 
mean for both-of us when she died a decade 
later. 


OUR FAMILY struggled for two years 
prior to that death as we watched a fatal 
cancer gradually wear my mother down and 
out. I traveled home each week on my day off 
to visit her. 


I even anointed my mother at 4:00 a.m. in 
a Syracuse hospital during one critical 
situation in which she suddenly experienced 
a heart failure. However, she recovered from 
that crisis and returned to die in her own 
house, in her own bed, in the arms of her 
patient caring, loving husband. 


I wasn’t there. At the moment of her 
death I was in the cathedral parish 
ministering to the spiritual needs of 
someone else’s mother also suffering from 
that ill fated disease. 


As is so often the case, my mother’s final 
departure from this life took months, and the 
end, while generally anticipated, came 
suddenly and at an unexpected time. 


HOW GOOD IT was, however, that she 
didn’t leave this world alone. How 
comforting that my dad could hold her in his 
strong, but tender arms through those last 
minutes. 


One of our prominent religious educators 
recently told me about her own father’s 
death and of the exceptionally sensitive 
doctor who cared for him. 


A few hours before the man’s demise the 
physician stopped at the house, sat on his 
bed, and picked up her failing father, held 
him and spoke soft words of hope and 
encouragement. 
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THEN, AS HE departed, that doctor gave 
the daughter this. recommendation: ‘‘Just 
hold him, Marianne, as he leaves this world. 
Let him know he is not alone. Not 
abandoned. Hold him in your arms. when 
that hour comes.”’ — 


Most family members seem quite 
conscientious about visiting their sick ones 


. at a residence, hospital or nursing home. 


Nevertheless, I am not sure how many would 
be comfortable following this doctor’s 
suggestion. 


Nor even, for that matter, how many 
would feel at ease signing the forehead of a 
dying beloved or whispering brief biblical 
prayers into the ear of a deathly ill relative. 


THE LATTER TWO procedures are. 
encouraged by the Church. In the revised 
“Rite of Anointing and Pastoral Care of the 
Sick,’’ chapter 6 provides a rite for the 
commendation of the dying. An introductory 
paragraph states: 


“Charity toward one’s neighbor urges 
Christians to express fellowship with a dying 
brother or sister by praying with him or her 
for God’s mercy and for confidence in 
Christ.’’ (Article 138). 


One practical expression of that concern is 
“‘by making the sign of the cross on the 
forehead of the dying person, who was first 
signed with the cross of baptism.’’ (Article 
139). This gesture, repeated on each 
occasion a person leaves the room, would 
communicate our love and our faith to the 
terminally ill individual. 


ANOTHER PRAGMATIC sign of our love 
is the soft repetition of some short scriptural 
texts to the sick persons, alternated with 
periods of silence. (Article. 140). For 
example: ‘‘We shall see God as he really 
is.”’ (1 John 3:3). 

When my times comes, I certainly would 
love to have some priest, Sister or lay friend 
whisper that sentence over and over into my 
ear.

Que tan lejos ha podido ir con este plan? 


Nosotros tenemos centros en San Diego 
dando orientacion biblica, y en El Centro 
estamos dando la primer parte de 
orientacion teologica y en Coachella tambien 
estamos dando orientacion biblica. Esta 
abierta para hombres y mujeres. Hay como 
150 personas en el programa. Hace como dos 
anos dimos aplicaciones y recivimos 250 
aplicantes. 

Veo que este programa guia a los acolitos, 
oradores y de alli ellos podian tomar el 
ultimo paso para diaconos, despues un largo 
proceso de formacion y servicio para la 
comunidad, para que ellos puedan con 
orgullo y dignidad y con compromiso 
Cristiano puedan decir que estan preparados 
para el diaconato. 


Como un obispo Chicano, ha encontrado 


-presiones politicas entrando ha su vida? 


Si. Creo que la gente espera muck mas 
de mi, que de un sacerdote ‘‘anglo’’ porque 
yo conozco los problemas, he vivido con los 
problemas y deberia de poder responder sin 
ningun titubeo a sus necesidades, Han 
estado demandando todo el tiempo, y no 
realizando que uno es solomente una 
persona, y uno ne tiene la fuerza para mover 


montanas. 


He oido reportes de que hay algunos 
sacerdotes que usan el pulpito para 
propositos politicos en esta diocesis—o al me 
nos para hablar en contra de las autoridades 
de la Iglesia en la diocesis.Ha oido acerca de 
esto, y tiene algun comentario? 


Si, creo que si hay algunos de los 
sacerdotes que lo hacen—ellos juzgan si 
pueden discutir hechos politicos en el pulpito 
o no. Es mi opinion que la gente Catolica no 
esta preparada para aceptar esto. Me he 
expresado en temas de justicia, uno puede 
hacer la distincion entre un hecho de justicia 
o de politica. 

Obviamente el pulpito no debe ser usado 


para atacar a otra persona, especialmente al 
obispo. Pero si ser usado para exponer las 
diferentes cualidades y valores para fundar a 
Cristo en los evangelios, este es el proposito 
de los sermones. 


Que tal acerca de la pregunta mayor de 
aliados ilegales, que se ha vuelto un gran 
problema localmente? Si ud. tuviera una 
solucion a este problema que sugeriria? 


Yo entiendo que el gobierno puede ofrecer 
amnestia a cualquiera que pueda probar ser 
residente de aqui por tres anos. Pero el 
problema se levanta cuando ya dada la 
residencia permanente puedan pedir que el 
esposo o esposa o el resto de la familia 
puedan venir a los Estados Unidos. 

Aunque a mi me gusta la parte de la 
amnestia, yo pienso que me gustaria ver 
la idea de la amnestia modificada. Debia de 
estar permitido bajo el sistema de quota 
quiza, en un progreso mas gradual. 


Muy seguido sacerdotes de habla hispana y 
laicos hablan muy alto y muy vehemente en 
hacer demandas publicas. Hay alguna 
vehemencia natural o es hecho para efecto? 


Es porque han aprendido las tacticas de 
otras minorias. Era muy prevaleciente entre 
los negros que alcanzan algo de sus 
propositos protestando y gritando, en ordern 
de poner miedo a sus oyentes—con esa 
amenaza de violencia al menos algo se hacia. 

Esta tactica la agarraron e incorporaron al 
movimiento Chicano. Esencialmente Mexi- 
canos y Mexicanos-Americanos son gente 
muy callada y pacifica. Por naturaleza no son 
agresivos. 


Esta es una gran decadencia de sacerdotes, 
y no vemos muchos sacerdotes de habla 
Hispana en el horizonte o en los seminarios. 
Que vamos a hacer para vocaciones? 


Tenemos que ver lo que esta pasando en 
Sud-America. Ellos tienen laicos y Herma- 
nas que son. administradores de parroquias 
canonicamente y si no vienen mas 
vocaciones de gentes de habla Hispana 
vamos a tener que invitar a las Hermanas y 
laicos para ser administradores en parro- 
quias. 


Si, ud. fuera a ser obispo en su diocesis 
manana cual seria su prioridad numero uno? 


Creo que -la_ cosa esenciales. la 
comunicacion, con todos los lideres, los 
sacerdotes y Hermanas y otros. Secundaria- 
mente hay una necesidad para_estabilizar 
programas de educacion—la evangelizacion 
de toda la familia. Y me enfocaria en la 
juventud. Esa seria mi prioridad principal. 


Ud. dijo comunicaciones; y aun teniamos 
problemas con sus propias comunicaciones, 
encontrando sus actividades y su calendario 
por ejemplo? 

Yo soy obispo sin secretaria, por el costo. 
Es muy dificil comunicarse con las diferentes 


oficinas para decirles todo lo concerniente a 
mis actividades. 
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Como van las comunidades de base? 


Comunidades es esencialmente un pro- 


grama de evangelizacion, y la gente ha sido’ 


ahondada en su fe, para tenerla comprome- 
tida en parroquias. Hemos tenido unica- 
mente una persona -y media comprometida 
para construir el programa en la comunidad, 
y para medir los resultados ahora seria una 
injusticia porque necesita un gran numero 
de personas comprometidas al programa 
sobre el paso de los anos. Y nada mas hemos 
tenido tres anos. 


La contestacion a la mayoria de las’ 
preguntas, entonces, regresa a la gente y al 
dinero? : 

Si, no tenemos el personal ni los recursos. 
Cual va a ser su ultimo comentario? 


Me gustaria decir que muy agradecido he 
estado por la co-operacion que el Obispo 
Maher y los oficiales de la diocesis me han 
dado, y los sacerdotes en todas las areas. Me 
gusta conocer gente en las confirmaciones, 
donde puedo hacer contacto con sacerdotes y 
gente. Mis mas grandes momentos de 
felicidad interior han sido cuando he tenido 
contacto con parroquias durante la Confima- 
cion.

priests in particular, for lowering or 
changing the standards for such things 
as the permanent diaconate or the 
priesthood to accommodate the needs of 
the Spanish-speaking. Do you agree? If 
- so, what do you have in mind? 

It’s a very complex situation. You 
cannot generalize like that and say you 
should lower the standards. But it has to 
be a program that must be flexible 
enough to accept candidates who are 
mature in their religion and are not able 
to meet the standards of the American 
society, but we can see that they would 
be excellent deacons for their people. 


Would you want a separate program? 


I don’t think we have enough 
candidates to have two_ separate 


t 


diaconate programs. Until we have 
enough people who are properly trained 
and educated we cannot suggest it. 


What about training for acolytes and 
lectors and catechists—perhaps this 


would help? 


In our pastoral plan it’s the kind of 
problem we have been addressing. 
There’s a great lack of vocations among 
the Spanish-speaking people and we 
thought we could train laity to take on 
many of the services that a priest 
performs presently. 


There are many functions that the 
laity could take over from the priest, 
with training. Our purpose is to select 
leaders from the communities to take 
training and take over some of these 
responsibilities. 

How far have you been able to go with 
this plan? 

We presently have centers in San 
Diego giving biblical orientation, and in 
El Centro we are giving the first part of 
theological orientation and in Coachella 
we are also giving biblical orientation. It

see this program leading to acolytes, 
lectors and from there they could take 
the final step to deacon after a long

say that they are prepared for the 
diaconate. 


As a Chicano bishop have you found 
political pressures coming into your 
life? 

Yes. I think people expect much more 
from me than they do from an ‘‘anglo”’ 
priest because I know the problems, 
have lived with the problems and should 
be able to respond without hesitation to 
their needs. They have been demanding 
at times, and not realizing that one is 
just one person, and one does not have 
the power to move mountains. 


I have heard reports that there are 
some priests who use the pulpit for 
political purposes in this diocese—or at 
least to talk against the authority of the 
Church in the diocese. Have you heard 
about this, and have you a comment? 


Yes, I think there are some priests 
who do—they make their own judgment 
whether political issues should be 
discussed from the pulpit. It’s my 
opinion that Catholic people are not 
prepared to accept this. I have 
expressed myself on issues of justice, 
where one can make the distinction 
between a matter of justice and of 
politics. 

Obviously the pulpit should not be 
used to attack another person, es- 
pecially the bishop. But it should be 
used to expound on the different 
qualities and values to be found in 
Christ in the gospels. That’s the 
purpose of homilies. 


What about the major question of illegal | 


aliens, or undocumented aliens, which 
have become such a huge problem 
locally? If you have a solution to the 
problem what would you suggest? 

‘I understand that the government 
may offer amnesty to anyone who can 
prove residency here for three years. 
But the problem arises that once you 
give them permanent residency they 
can request that the spouse or the rest 
of the family can come to the U.S. and 
be united. : 

Though I like the amnesty part, I 
think I would like to see the idea of the 
spouses modified. They should be 
allowed in under the regular quota 
system, perhaps, in a more gradual 
process. 


Very often Spanish-speaking priests 
and lay people speak very loudly and 
very vehemently in making public 
demands. Is there a natural vehemence, 
or is it done for effect?

It is because they learned the tactics 
from the other minorities. It was very 
prevalent among the black people who 
achieved some of their purposes by 
means of protest and shouting, in order 
to put fear into their listeners—with 
that threat of violence unless something 
was done. 


This tactic was picked up and 
incorporated into the Chicano move- 
ment. Essentially Mexicans and Mexi- 


’ can-Americans are a very peaceful and 


quiet people. By nature they are not 
aggressive. 

There is a growing shortage of priests, 
and we don’t see too many Spanish- 
speaking priests on the horizon or in the 
seminaries. What are we aoa to do for 
vocations? 


I think we have to look at what’s 
happening in South America. They have 
lay people and Sisters who are 
administrators of parishes canonically 
and if no more vocations come from the 
Spanish-speaking people we will have to 
invite the Sisters and lay people to be 
adminstrators in parishes. 


If you were to be bishop in your own 
diocese tomorrow what would be your 
number one priority? 


I think the essential thing is 
communication, with all the leaders, the 


priests and Sisters and others. Second- 
ly, there is a need to establish programs 
of education—the evangelization of the 
entire family. And I would focus on 
youth particularly. That would be my 


top priority. 


You said communications, yet we have - 


problems with your own communica- 
tions, finding out your activities and 
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your calendar, for instance. 


I am a bishop without a secretary, 
because of the expense. It is very 
difficult to communicate with the 
different offices to tell them everything 
concerning my activities. 


How is Communidades de Base going 
along? 

Communidades is essentially. an 
evangelization program and once 
people have deepened their faith, to get 
them involved in parishes. We have had 
only one person and half committed to 
the community building program. So to 
measure the results now would be an 
injustice, because it needs a great 
number of persons being committed to 
the program over years. And we’ve only 
had three years. 


The answer to most of the questions, 
then, comes back to people and money? 

Yes. We don’t have the personnel 
and we don’t have the resources. 


What would be your own final 


~ comment? 


I would like to say how very grateful I 


_have been for the cooperation that — 


Bishop Maher and the diocesan officials 
have given me, and the priests in all 
areas. And I enjoy meeting people at 
confirmation, where I can be in touch 
with priests and people. My greatest 
moments of joy and interior happiness. 
have been in my contact with parishes 
through confirmation. The people have 
been most gracious and kind to me. I 
would like to take this opportunity to 
thank them. 


Bishop Gilbert Chavez was 
appointed auxiliary bishop of the 
San Diego diocese on April 16, 
1974 and ordained before a 
congregation of 4,000 persons in 
the San Diego Community Con- 
course on June 21, 1974.

Koyama. Orbis Books, Maryknoll, NY 
10545. 120 pages, $7.95. 


The author is a United Church of Christ 
missionary in the Far East, but he has a 
message for all Christians in this sprightly 
book. 


Sub-titled ‘‘An Asian meditation on the 
crucified mind,’’ he writes about a Christi- 
anity that preaches a Christ without enough 
emphasis on the Crucifixion. As he notes, 
“Christ did not carry the cross the way a 
business man carries his briefcase.’’ 


The result of this mentality is that - 


Christians do not value self-denial properly.

Oldest parish in 
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the Coachella 


Valley reaches 50-year mark

COACHELLA—Half a century of faith will 
be celebrated here next Sunday, May 29, as 
the people of Our Lady of Soledad parish 
mark the SOth anniversary of the founding of 
their church. 


Established in 1927, the parish serves 
Riverside County Catholics in this agricul- 
tural center in the heart of the fertile 
Coachella Valley.

‘The prostitutes’ priest’ 


‘God's streetwalker’ takes 
ministry to sexual outcasts 


NEW YORK (NC)—Although he has 
talked to perhaps 300 prostitutes, in bars 
and on the streets of half a dozen cities, 
“‘l’ve never met one who hasn’t believed in 
God,’’ said Franciscan Father Depaul 
Genska. 


Known locally as ‘‘God’s streetwalker’’ or 
“‘the prostitutes’ priest’’, he usually dons 
sports clothes rather than his brown 
Franciscan attire. 


THE 46 YEAR-OLD priest’s apostolate to 
street walkers, transvestites and gays 
sometimes means taking flak from lay 
Catholics, priests and bishops. Other clergy 
in this ministry try to keep a low profile so 
they won’t be suspected pte: of 
sexual deviations. 


But the Franciscan reports regularly to his 
superiors, informs Cardinal Terence Cooke 
or local ordinaries about his findings, 
regularly attends block association meetings 
to challenge city officials for issuing licenses 
in the first place to porno parlors, and shows 
up at national Catholic meetings to lobby for 
compassion for sexual outcasts. 


““‘We need a humane, Christian approach 


that is positive, nonjudgmental,’’ he said. 
“Ranting and raving up and down Times 
Square won’t help.”’ 


PROSTITUTION IS a problem sympto- 
matic of other major disorders, he told 
religious communicators at a recent meet- 
ing. It crosses over into the questions of 
teenage runaways, undocumented aliens, 
local ordinances, the need for prison reform, 
and economic survival for prostitutes 
themselves. 


‘*We need an ecumenical movement of the 


so-called straights to pray and sacrifice for 
sexual minorities,’’ he noted. ‘‘Until now we 


Jews, Communists, blacks, gays and 
prostitutes. Maybe we’ve overstated our 


_ position when to comes to sex. 


“MAYBE GOD could be pushing a ~ 
dialogue with prostitutes and the gay 
community. I think we’re all prostitutes. I’m

one. I’m not a sexual prostitute, but I lie, I 
cheat, I misuse people.’’ 


The attitude in the Bible is ‘‘very hard on 
nonsexual prostitution,’ with Christ de- 
scribing a society where general exploitation 
was rampant as a “brood of vipers.’’ But 
‘Jesus was kind and considerate toward 
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Catholics have said self-righteously we love 
oe men and women—except Protestants, 


sexual prostitution, for instance in the life of 
Mary Magdalene.’’ 


Waiting for Second Coming? 
Okay, but don’t try to predict it 


RIVERSIDE——If you are 
waiting for the Second Com- 
ing, that’s fine. But don’t 
think you can predict it. 


Brother Michael Sweeney, 
a Dominican giving a series 
of lectures at the Catholic 
Christian Center Upper 
Room here, has a straight 
piece of advice: “‘To read 
scriptures intelligently, tools 
are needed.”’ 


THUS DOES he approach 
his negation of the popular 
interpretations of the Book of 
Revelation as Bible study 
gains momentum and un- 
equipped teachers find 
meanings in symbols that he 
Says were never intended. 


“There is not a shred of 
evidence in the New Testa- 
ment,’’ Brother Michael 
says, “‘that the author of 
Revelation intended to pre- 
dict in a literal or scientific 
way the ‘end of the world’.’”’ 


Discussions about the 
“‘rapture’’ literature, repre- 
senting possibly a genuine, if 
uninformed faith commit- 
ment, are not at one with the 
evidence of scripture. 


‘““WHAT IS needed is for 
Catholics to be aware of 
scripture to the extent that 
they are not prey to misin- 
terpretations,’’ he adds. 


The lecture series, spon- 
sored by the Catholic 
Christian Center, started 
May 24, and each Tuesday 
night will cover such topics 
as: 


—prophecy, particularly 
as related to Israel; 

—the difference between 
prophecy and apocalyptic 
literature; 


—St. Paul and St. 


Matthew and Christian es- 
catology; and — 


—the Book of Revelation. 


THE ‘‘TOOLS”’ which Bro- 
ther Michael says are needed 
include an awareness of the 
history of Israel and the 
writings of Israel as the 
literature reflects the histori- 
cal circumstances of the 
people. : 

Understanding of the 
“faith content’’ of scripture, 


he says, comes only with the. 


understanding of the literary 
forms and symbolisms which 


constitute scripture as litera- ~ 


ture. 

“If anyone feels that the 
Second Coming is imminent 
in time, he is reflecting a 
valid Christian awareness 
which is as old as_ the 


Church,’’ said Brother . 
Michael in his first lecture. 


“HOWEVER, if anyone 
feels he can predict the day 
or the hour, or even the year, 
the decade or the century, he 
is speaking contrary to the 
mind of the Church and the 
intention of scripture.’’ 


The Dominican IS2aie: 
student of theology at the 
Graduate Theological Uni- 
versity of Berkeley and a 
candidate for the priesthood. 
He expects to be ordained in 
two- years. 


The lectures continue on 
Tuesday nights at 7:30 p.m. 
through June 14. Admission 
is free to the Upper Room, 
third floor, Security Bank 
Building in Riverside (Mag- 
nolia and Merrill). 


Church archivist Fr. Geiger dies, 
known for his biography of Serra 


SANTA BARBARA—Fa- 
ther Maynard Geiger, OFM, 
archivist and historian at 
Mission Santa Barbara for 
nearly 40 years, died May 13. 
He was 75. 

His study of the California 
missions and his Franciscan 
predecessors who es- 
tablished them made Father 
Geiger a key figure in 
recording the history. of 
California. 


ONE OF his most notable 
works is the biography of 
Fray Junipero Serra, who 
began the mission chain 
founding the Basilica of 
Mission San Diego de Alcala 
in 1769. 


To complete the work, 
Father Geiger spent 17 years 
and traveled more than 


100,000 miles in the U.S. and 
Europe. 

According to fellow his- 
torian, Msgr. Francis 
Weber, archivist of the Los — 
Angeles archdiocese, ‘‘the 
subtitle of Father Geiger’s 
Serra biography is, ‘The Man 
Who Never Turned Back.’ ’” 


HE. SAID the subtitle 
“also characterizes the ener- 
getic friar who spent long 
hours seven days a week in a 
bare-walled Santa Barbara 
cell, slowly but ever so 
accurately grinding out the 
story.”’
